> When I earned my Ph.D. in Physics at Univ. of Calif., Berkeley, I went to 

> work at Lockheed Palo Alto Research Laboratories in Palo Alto. I often drove

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to and from Shasta Lake near the Oregon border to visit relatives. One day 
in 1967, I was returning from the lake, driving through the Sacramento 
Valley in my little ‘63 356B Porsche coupe. The temperature was over 100F, 
and I of course had no air conditioning. I stopped at a popular 
restaurant/tourist attraction called "The Nut Tree" to get a frozen orange 
juice and relax a bit. The Nut Tree had a lot of things for the kiddies, 
including a miniature train that ran out through orchards and that the kids 
could ride, a Pied Piper, toys, etc. I stopped, bought a drink, and relaxed 
in the shade a bit. 


Suddenly, I heard somebody talking to me. Only it was not a voice, it was 
Morse code at a reasonable pace. Looking around, I saw the Pied Piper, in 
his glorious costume, blowing Morse code on his flute at me! He came over 
and introduced himself as Ted Goodfellow, WA6---. I have long forgotten the 
call, but not the name. I asked him how the devil he knew that I was a ham, 
and he said that he had seen me drive in with my "K6DGE" plates. He proudly 
pointed to a VW camper parked in the lot next to a light pole with power 
outlet and sprouting all sorts of antennas, saying, "That is MY home!" 

We immediately started chatting about ham radio. He treated me to a ride on 
the kiddie railway, surrounded by wide-eyed kiddies listening to us talk of 
transformers, DX, construction projects, antennas, etc. What a great 
fellow. He did make time for the kids, playing the flute and telling jokes, 
while also talking ham radio. 


And the point of the story. He told me that he was a ceramics engineer, had 
worked for Tektronix, and that he had invented the ceramic terminal strips 
with integral silver solder terminals. Eventually, he said, he became 
unhappy in his job and decided that he really loved best being a Pied Piper. 
(He also worked during the week as a Pied Piper at other places around the 
SF Bay Area, including the Pied Piper Restaurant in San Leandro.) He still, 
however, was immensely proud of having invented that terminal strip! 


One of my treasured memories, Jim. Just wanted to share it with someone who 
seems to appreciate that invention! (And if you ever run into any extras, 
keep me in mind!!)Am looking forward to building my version of an EZ-Tuner. 
You have made a 

real contribution to the art there.

The SCR-808 was used for this purpose (TM 11-487A). This was the "crystal 
saver" version of the SCR-608 artillery system and covers the same frequency 
range of 27.0 - 38.9 mHz (FM). I wouldn't be surprised if the FM BC-659 pack 
set (SCR-610) which covers this frequency range was also used by the MPs. 
Then, there was a jeep mounted TCS lashup that may have been used by Navy 
Shore Patrols but I have no definitive information on this. 


Hope this helps.

A recoverable R-389 is worth maybe $1500. FIFTEEN HUNDRED DOLLARS. Be 
careful with that one. I have a manual (the -35) in digits.. 35 megabytes. 
Send your mailing address and I'll mail it to you on a CD. I have LOTS to 
say about the R-389. Don't let any one (except me, of course) talk you out 
of it no matter how grungey it is. Note: I searched for nearly 10 years 
to find a replacement PTO for mine. The PTO's are unobtainium. 

> There was an RAK-6 receiver set. It appears that there are 2 parts of

Yes. Rak is a TRF receiver.. I have about 4 of them. More info if you 
need it. Power supply is easy to make (90 to 135 volts at 40 ma and 6 
volts at 2 amps.) 


2 ea HP735A DC Transfer standards with a Standard Reference Bank. I 
>will check this out later. Might be useful, and it is clean. 


That may be a .oo000000001 percent voltage reference. Do not tip it upside 
down. I have an HP catalog that may list it. 

> 1 ea Booton VTVM Mdl 91H with probes 

RF Millivoltmeter. Have manual here. Probe is essential to have. Not 
extremely useful but when you need that function, it's the only thing that 
will do the job.

Rare. coveted by collectors. Protect carefully.

> 1 ea General Radio mdl 1390B Random Noise Generator 


Random noise audio to 5 mc. I can copy the catalog pages on this one for you. 


> 1 ea something. This is called a Heterodyne Freq Meter and Crystal 
>Controlled Calibration Unit. Model LR-1. 


Might be a military unit.. perhaps General Radio but I don't know. 


> 1 ea General Radio Twin T Impedance Measuring Circuit. That is what 
>it's called. No case as the wood case was gone. Model 821A. 


Old item. (I LOVE GR stuff.) I will look this one up for you. Likely an 
audio measurement device, but if it has the GR coax connectors on it, then 
it does RF measurements. Not familiar with this one. 


> 1 ea HP 200D signal generator?? The case looks like homebrew,

Historic item.. Got HP started in business.. square corners on the case, 
or rounded at the top side edges? I may have the manual - dates from the 
earliest days when Hewlett and Packard worked in their garage! Octal 
tubes. Historic. 


> 1 ea Bolometer (like the HP vtvm or audio osc case) No other 
>information. What is a BOLO meter???? 


Bolometer: temperature sensitive very delicate device that is used in 
milliwatt power measuring systems (think of a 1/100 amp fuse). Used in 
microwave measurements. Do not apply any RF until you know what it is and 
does. 


> crystals... Collins CR-18/U, but I don't think the CR number is the 
> physical size as much as to the capacitance the crystal needs to 

> oscillate. Someone 

>will tell me what the CR number means 


CR-nn indicates the standard military designation for the whole crystal 
unit plus packaging and its electrical/temperature characteristics. I have 
a lot of detailed info on these things, but you likely will not need that. 
I'll take your list home and look up a couple of things tonight.
